Inflation, Growth Force 
School Budget Increase 


In announcing the proposed 1975-76 school 
budget, Superintendent Fraser Dean stated that 


inflation and growth are the primary factors leading to 
ta budget increase far the coming school year. 


Dean listed the following items that created the 
need for additional money. 

1. A ten per cent increase over last year to offset 
the impact of inflation. 

2. Replacement of four school buses at a cost of 
$60,000.00 represent an increase of $38,000 over ‘last 


year when only 2 buses were replaced (buses have 
gone from Si1 {209 each last year t to $15,009 e2 


must be replaced at the end of seven years use 
of state regulations.) 

3. The addition of six teachers at an approximate 
cost of $60,000 to reduce class sizes in the seriously 
overcrowded classrooms at the elementary and middle 
school level. 

4. Appropriating an additional $8,000 for elemen- 
tary and middle school libraries, and an additional 
$11,000 for text books and instructional supplies. Dean 
states that these areas have been seriously neglected 
in recent years because of inflation and a shortage of 
unas, 

5. An appropriation af an additional $17,000 to 
offset the tremendous cost increases for heating fuel, 
transportation fuel, and electricity in the past two 
years. 

Dean stated that the school district ranks at the 
very bottom of the State in per pupil expenditures with 
an average of $753.00 compared to a State average of 
$995.00. Consequently, the District has been hit harder 
by iftiaiion Uecause there is no fat in the Vudgei nor 
surplus of funds to offset rising costs. He added that, 
the school has already cut costs to the bone and 
further cuts would drastically effect the quality of the 
children’s education.

Report on Red Cross 


"Relief Action For The 
Pe Pe T am om ok LEE A ~ 
Frederic Tornads Victims 


We think the citizens of Crawford County would like to know 
what Red Cross did to help our Good Neighbors who were 
victimized by the April 19th tornado at Frederic: and. in view of 
some of the questions | have been asked, and some of the rumors ! 
have heard: | think it is important to set the record straight. 

First, Red Cross had a Disaster Relief Station operating in the 
Frederic Township Hall, roughly twelve hours after the tornado 
struck, issuing immediate assistance orders tor food, clothing and 
sheiter to local merchants for the victims. The Station was manned 
by a Red Cross Divisional Representative from Saginaw, assisted 
by Crawford County Chapter Red Cross officers and volunteers. 

By Sunday afternoon, April 20th. all who had presented 
themselves had been handled and the immediate assistance grants 
at that time exceeded $3,000. This immediate assistance program 
was continued up to and inctuaing the operation of the Federal 
Disaster Assistance Siation which was opened on April 30th and 
closed on May 2nd. 

Second, all of she assistance orders issued were completely 
free gifts from the American Nationa! Red Cross Disaster Fund - 
gifts from the Good Neighbor supporters of Red Cross al! over the 
country to their Good Neighbors who were victims of the Frederic 
Tornado. There were no “loans” and nothing has to be “repaid”. 

Third, there was no request by National Red Cross or Local 
Red Cross for financial assistance from the community at any time. 
People asked how they could contribute money and they were 
informed if they cared lo contribute it would be gratefully received 
by the Crawford County Chapter of American Red Cross.

Forest Fires Ravage Over 


12,000 Acres 


Forest Fires over the past weekend ravaged over 
12,060 acres in the counties of Crawford, Roscommon 
and Kalkaska as hundreds of men from 28 DNR fire 
units, national guardsmen and local citizens were 
called in to fight the blazes. 

According to Duane Brooks, DNR Fire Officer for 
Crawford County, DNR personnel from offices in 
Newberry and Seney were on standby in Roscommon, 
and personnel from Boyne City and Pellston were in 
Grayling on Monday in case of any new outbreaks, due 
to the still high fire index. 

The first fire broke out last Friday in Roscommon 
county where an estimated 5,000 acres of hardwood 
burned in the St. Helen area. While dry conditions were 
plamed for the Crawford and Kalkaska fires, arson 
apparently caused the blaze south of St. Helen, a 
spokesman said. 

Brooks said that DNR personnel flew over the area 
in Crawford County Monday and they estimated 6,400 
acres were burned in the two fires that broke out 
Saturday. 

Tne North Down River tire was handled mostly by 
Volunteer firemen from the city of Grayling, Frederic, 
luzerne, Kalkaska. Waters.

personnel under the supervision of Grayling Fire Chief, 
‘Joe White, Brooks said. The firemen were responsible 
for saving at least three homes as the fire crept to 
within a few feet, by dowsing the ground around them 
with water, 

The Bald Hill fire south of Lovells, that extended 6 
to 7 miles long, was fought by DNR personne!, Brooks 
said. 

The Kalkaska County fire Sunday afternoon 
burned over 1,500 acres, and destroyed at least a 
couple of mobile homes and garages, a spokesman for 
the DNR reported.

which was the worst in Michigan since 1968, when 
some 5,000 acres were burned over in the Fletcher area, 
near the Manistee River in Crawford. and Kalkaska 
Counties, according to a DNR spokesman. 

Brooks stated Monday that there will be no 
burning permits issued in the county until we have a 
good rain. The woods are so dry, most anything could 
ignite a fire, Brooks added, and he urges everyone to 
use extreme caution.

Expert Recommends Planning 
Commissions For Townships 


By Willard Bosserman, County Extension Director 

Dr. Robert Hotaling. Planning and Zoning Professor, Michigan 
State University told township officiais last week, they should 
come under the Township Planning Act. Township Association of 
Michigan conducted a series of meetings throughout the state to 
explain how to make township plans technically and legally correct. 

Hotaling suggested that townshins which are doing zoning 
under act 184 of 1943 pass a resolution {o aisp come under act 168. 
the Township Planning Act. Under this act they can make their plan 
legal by following the steps under the act. Of course the plan has to 
consist of more than just the land use map. 

When he was asked about townships and counties preventing 
the circumventing the plat act by making 10.1 acre lot subdivisions, 
he said by all means. By zoning this chopping up of forests Can be 
preventeg by puuing in a maximnurnt size ivi of tess than 10 acres. 
There might be some areas where it may not be undesirable to 
prevent the 10.1 acres subdivisions, but in general it destroys a 
forest from ever being managed as a forest. In farming country it 
destroys a farm from ever being farmed as a unit. Such 
subdivisions create road building problems also. 

Where townships or counties have planned unit development 
zoning districts, he warned them not to change zoning to PUD until 
the applicant supplied full information. An environmental impact 
stalement was especially encouraged.

Writing laws behind locks _ 
questionable 


Hopetully the Michigan Legislature 
will come up with something this 
year to helo solve the problems 
created by teacher collective bar- 
gaining. 

Personally I’m not too optimistic. 

| even shudder just a bit at the way 
the problem of creating !egislation to 
lessen the impact of teacher strikes 
has been approached. 

fl can believe what | read in the 
newspapers (and why not?), it ap- 
nears that Sncaker Bobhy Crim and 
other Democratic legislative ieaders 
threw a bunch of special interest 
people into a grab-bag, shook them 
around a bit, and forced them to 
corne up with a “solution’—and 
please leave the quotation marks 
around that “solution”—before they 
could get out from behind locked 
doors. 

Thrown into the pseudo bargaining 
session were what one news story 
called “five negotiators from ihe 
administration side” representing the 
Detroit school district, several Liv- 
onia-Plymouth area schools, where 
recent teacher strikes were pretty 
severe, the Michigan Association of 
Schoo! Administrators, the Wayne 
County Intermediate Schoo! District, 
and the Michigan Association of 
Schoo! Boards. 


These “neyotiaiors” were Sifset Sy: 


five teacher representatives from the 
Michigan Education Association, the 
Michigan Federation of Teachers and 
the Michigan AFL-CIO. : 

According to news reports, the 
“Negotiators” began meeting on a 
Tuesday morning in a hotel room 
close by the capitui, and except for 
eating and sleeping, met almost 
continuously—sometimes until three 
or four in the morning-~ until they 
came up with a teacher strike pro- 
posal late the following Friday. 

Wow! isn't that some way to write 
legislation? ~--. -- 

Keep in mind that the “negotiators 
werent even writing new law; what 
they came up with was a proposal to 
submit to Speaker Crim and his 


colleagues, which supposedly they in 


turn could submit to the 


” 


whole 


legislature. 

Usually such around-the-clock ses- 
sions are limited to fa) actual strike 
crisis situations where iabor and 
management are faced with a court 
order or other compulsion to reach a 
solution; (b) a jury trial, where the 
defendant's life hangs on ihe out- 
come of the jury’s deliberation; or (c} 
poker sessions which accompany the 
hoys’ (or girls’) annual outing to a 
bowling tournament, golf clinic, or 
Chamher of Commerce cruise. 

The Crim-inspired method of pro- 
ducing legislation has elements of all 
three. 2 

What the 10 “negotiators” pro- 
duced is beside the point; it is the 
system which draws my wonderment. 

Maybe Speaker Crim, who ap- 
parently founded the idea, and his 
Democratic leadership colleagues 
have a point. As the news story on 
the “settlement” indicated: 

“Crim and other Demacratic tead- 
ers told representatives of teacher 
unions and schoo! administrators to 
closet themselves together and work 
out a proposal to curb school strikes. 
Both sides had offered little more 
than unconstructive criticism in the 
past as lawmakers tried to write 
school strike legistation, Democrats 
said.” 

Maybe that’s the way to silence 
legislative critics; Put up or shut up. 
But is it sound public policy? Again, 
the system hearkens of poker table 
lore, or strike crisis tactics. 

One other question, if you would: 
Where was public representation in 
these “marathon negotiating ses- 
sions?” The teachers were represent- 
ed; so were the school boards and 
administrators. 

Where were the taxpayers, who 
support schools? Where were the 
parents who raise the kids who in 
turn are supposed to be the reason 


-tor schools.in the,first place? For that 


matter, where were the kids them- 
selves? 

Let's hope the teacher strike law 
emerging from such a system wil! not 
bear the shortcomings of the system 
which produced it.

Career Education - what is it? 
Much has been written about it 
and much more will be in the 
future because the Michigan 
Legislature passed Public Act 
97 of 1974 which mandates that 
career education become a 
reality in Michigan Sciwois. in 
this and future articles we are 
going to give as much infor- 
mation on it as possible. 

{n an effort to find better ways 
of meeting the needs of children 
and adults career education is 
emerging not only in Michigan 
cut nationwide. During the past 
several years, the United States 
Office of Education has collect- 
ed information assessing the 
concerns of parents, business, 
industry, labor organizations 
and the genera! public about the 
level of performance as stu- 
dents graduate or otherwise 
leave from public education. 

The State Board of Education 
has developed the following 
goal: 

“Michigan Education must 
provide to each individual the 
opportunity to select and pre- 
pare for a career of his choice 
consistant to the optimum 
degree with his capabilities, 
aptitudes ang desires, and the 
needs of society. Toward this 
end, he should be afforded, ona 
progressive basis, the neces- 
sary evaluation of his progress 
and aptitudes, together with 
effective counseling regarding 
allernalives and the possible, to 
the adult working world and to 
such adull values as will enable 
more thoughtful and meaning- 
ful | decisions as to career choice 

This stated * goal was an 
earlier recognition by the State 
Board that schools ought to

outdoor recreation. 


Trout Season and the tirst warm days of May finds the hatches . 


starting in the famed AuSable watershed. These hatches are 
continuous on the rivers until mid-July and then start lo regress. 
and the Trout fisherman, whether he wades or floats, can have an 
exetting time with his iy rod trying to estice the wiley Brown Trout. 
Rainbow, and Brooks into his landing net. 

Canoeing tops all summer activity on the Main Stream of the 
AuSable. the South Branch, and the Upper Manistee River. The 
vers with their gentle 1% mile an hour current as well as the 
shallow walers make for a pleasurable experience as the river winds 
us way through ceaat swamps, miapestic Whitc Pines. and 
meadows splashed with colorful wild flowers. Campgrounds. 
prenic stops. and access points are many along the cance trails and 
one can canoe the same rivers that the indians and French Trappers 
used in bygone days. It was these same civers that Hoated White 
Pines by the millions of board feet. and often relics of the 
lunibering days can be found in the shifting bed of the streams. 

Grayling is the halfway point on the shore to shore Horse and 


ay no 
ng Trail. One can leave their car in Grayling and hike east on the 


ag Trail, leave 
(rail to Lake Huron or west to Lake Michigan on the well-marked 
(ral through the forested northland. Arrangements can be made for 
pickup anywhere on the trail, either to the wesi or east from 
Grayling. 

Bicycling has become a favorite outdoor pastime and Crawford 
County has 160 mifes of hard surfaced county roads that make for 
deal bicycling. The roadways are lightly traveled anc do run 
Ihrough forested land and gently rolling hills. Camping areas are 
many and supplies are easily obtainable from the corner stores 
{hroughout the county. 

Our four most important points of interest in Crawford County 
ave the Hartwick Pines, Fred Bear Museum, Camp Grayling, and the 
Crawlord County Historical Museum. 

Hartwick Pines. 7 miles northeast of Grayling on Highway 
M-93, has an 85-Acre stand of virgin pine presented for public 
inspection as a reminder of Michigan's lumbering days. Attractive 
foot iraiis for naiuraiisis and nature iovers traverse the area in the 
park. A natural log interpretive center and a lumberman's museum 
with old tools and relics of lumbering days interesting 
Jay. Hartwick Pines is also a State Park campground with full 
facilities. including extensive picnic and playground areas. 

The Fred Bear Museum is an exciting exhibit of game trophies 
and interesting artifacts gathered from the four corners of the 
World and housed in a beautiful and unusual building. The exhibit 
is the collections of the forty years of hunting and travel by Fred 
Bear, World renowned bowhunter. 

Camp Grayling. located 3 miles south of Grayling on M-93, is a 
training site for the 38th Division National Guard and other outstate 
Guard units, Review ol various state troops ano equipment is vpen 
to the public, usually on Friday afternoons during the summer. 

The Historical Museum is in Grayling on the historic mill-pond 
of the Grayling City Park. A rustic foot bridge from the City Park 
spans the millpond to the Museum, and in the Centennial Building 
one can see all the mementos of the 100 years of Grayling’s history. 

Crawford County boasts of three unusual chapels. One of 
these is on the grounds of Camp Grayling and is of a very unusual 
architecture. The George Mason Chapel on the banks of the South 
Branch of the AuSable River stands beneath a towering canopy of 
Norway Pines. This chapel can only be reached by river. The third 
chapel is at Hartwick Pines and sets amidst the virgin White Pines. 

Gite: Guidoor recreational a hat the visitor can 
partake of are tennis, golf, trailriding, swimming, boating. and 
birdwatching. The rare Kirtland Warbler can be found in selected 
areas of the Jack Pine Country.

Representatives of the eight-county Boards of Commissioners 
and Soil Conservation Districts in the Huron Pines Resource 
Conservation and Development Project met at Comins to review 
work on proposed projects. Each county representative discussed 
work being proposed in their area and asked the Council for support 
in implementing these measures.

Contractors of the Crawtord-Roscommon area met in Grayling 
recently to learn about the soil erosion and sedimentation act. Jim 
Squires. District Conservationist showed slides of areas in 
Crawtord and Roscommon Counties where there was extensive 
erosion. He explained how the eroision could have been prevented 
with proper preventive measures, 

Gre Euntat Oeioet, Caicisian Cpaciaist. 
Conservation, Michigan State University, explained the state 
program. 

He pointed out that any land owner or developer who contracts 
tor. allows or engages in an earth change needs a permit prior to 
commencement of an earth change which disturbs one or more 
acres of land or if the earth change is within 500 feet of a lake or 
stream. 

This is why it is so important for the contractor to know abou! 
the law because he can get the property owner in big trouble by 
Commencing work without a permit or not doing the work as 
prescribed in the earth change plan. 

Communications is important. It is important that the man on 
‘the machine doing the work understands a the plan entails to 
avoid violating the law. 

Roy Papentus, enforcing officer for Crawford County and 
Richard Baldwin, Roscommon County enforcing officers were there 
to-explain the procedures for obtaining a permit. 

» Papentus is located in the County Building in Grayling. He 

~~ malsoradministers: the County -Zoning ordinance. and. construction. 
code. Therefore you can get’ most of the permits needed at one 
stop. 

Richard Baldwin is located in the Roscommon Courthouse 
Annex. second floor, Roscommon. He issues only earth change 
permits. Most townships have their own zoning ordinances and are 
administering tne construction code. Where soil change permits 
are necessary, they must be issued before any other permits are 
issued. Close communication between the earth change office and 
townships is necessary to make this program work successfully.

90. He works in the engine 
room, where the temperature 
seldom gets over a cool 120. 
But things aren't all that bad; 
after all, he does get free 
mailing privileges (being in a 
“combat zone") and dees have 
the right to write censored-free 
Jetiers to his old man - which is 
one helluva lot more than we 
had in the Big War (WW2). (It 
Wad aiSo lie iadi iegal war this 
country was involved in.}

that letter was his statement 
that the Avaianche, which is 
sent to him on a weekly basis, 
is read by about twenty of his 
shipmates also, most of whom 
plan to write home and ask for 
their awn home town papers as 
a result of reading the Ava- 
lanche sent to my son.
